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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither anticipates nor renders obvious the precise combination of limitations recited in 
independent claims 1 and 18, said limitations specifically calling for: i) a value document 
substrate comprising at least two different feature substances, said feature substances 
forming mutually independent codings, the first feature substance being applied to the 
surface of the value document and the second feature substance being applied to the 
surface of the value document or incorporated into the volume of said substrate, said 
feature substances comprising luminescent substances having a complex spectral 
distribution, said complex spectral distribution itself forming a coding (claim 1); and ii) a 
method for producing a value document including at least two feature substances 
which form mutually independent codings, the first feature substance being applied to 
the surface of the value document and/or incorporated into the volume of the value 
document and the second feature substance being either applied to the surface of the 
value document, said feature substances comprising luminescent substances having a 
complex spectral distribution, said complex spectral distribution forming a coding itself 
(claim 18). The prior art cannot be reasonably combined in such a manner as to meet 
the requirements set forth in the aforementioned limitations of Applicants' remaining 
dependent limitations absent the use of improper hindsight. 
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3. The closest prior art is U.S. Patent No. 6,506,476 to Kaule et al. ("Kaule"), which 
generally describes a value document having a luminescent substance particles 
dispersed throughout the core of the substrate. One might argue that Kaule implicitly 
discloses Applicants' general invention, given that both Kaule and Applicants' claimed 
invention are directed to security documents having spectral substances associated 
therewith. 

4. However, Kaule fails to specifically disclose the formation of a coding by the 
spectral distribution of the luminescent particles itself. 

5. Examiner is aware of U.S. Patent No. 5,259,907 to Soules et al. ("Soules"). 
Soules teaches the concept of providing a hidden coding on the surface of a substrate, 
but no motivation is found to modify Kaule to obtain the claimed invention of claims 1 
and 18 because as opposed to Kaule, which has particles dispersed throughout the 
volume of the substrate, Soules features codings formed by markings made upon the 
surface of the substrate. Furthermore, to modify the primary reference to obtain the 
claimed invention would destroy the workability of said primary reference, as the 
addition of the Soules coding features to the Kaule substrate would cause a clash 
between the Kaule embedded luminescent substance and the Soules codings, resulting 
in the inoperability of both. Examiner is also aware of U.S. Patent No. 4,455,039 to 
Weitzen et al., teaching a similar concept of providing a hidden coding on the surface of 
a substrate, but the combination of said reference with the Kaule and Soules teachings 
would yield a similarly problematic result. Furthermore, none of the references 
contemplate the provision of at least two different feature substances upon the same 
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value document, wherein the first and second feature substances form mutually 
independent codings. Rather, Kaule, Soules and Weitzen each teach the provision of a 
single coding. 

6. With regard to the remaining limitations that Kaule fails to specifically disclose, 
the prior art fails to teach said remaining limitations, along with proper teaching, 
suggestion or motivation for making the requisite combinations without the use of 
improper hindsight. Furthermore, the number of additional references and the manner 
in which said references would be required to be modified would be strongly indicative 
of the use of improper hindsight.
